the latter part of December, 1960. 


PD T-3, November, 1960 


Recently a CP member referred to solicitation 
being made for funds in support of a youth activity, indicating 
that the names of some of the persons being contacted had 
been provided by "ROSE", 


PD T-2, 1/10/61 
At a CP club meeting held at Portland January 11, 


1961, DONALD HAMMERQUIST, a member of the club, gave a 
report on his attendance at a youth conference held in 
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Chicago, Illinois, during December, 1960, expenses in 
connection with such activity having been borne in part 

by some former CP members. He mentioned that some names 
of the persons to contact in connection with the soli- 
citation made for such funds had been obtained from the 
subject. - 


PD T-4, 1/16/61 


fn February, 1961, a CP member in referring to 
the scheduled visit to Portland of MARVIN MARKMAN, executive 
secretary of the Progressive Youth Organizing Committee 
(PYOC), remarked that ROSE LEOPOLD had been contacted in an 
effort to arrange for MARKMAN to stay at her home during his 
Portland visit; however, she refused as she did not want 
him at her residence.

A characterization of the PYOC is 
set out in the appendix attached 
to this report. 


; Recently a CP leader contacted subject for the 
purpose of determining her status in the CP as well as that 
of others regarded generally as members of the professional 
groip of the CP. The possible participation in a scheduled 
state-wide CP meeting by a representative of the professional 
group was discussed as well as recent internal troubles in 
the Oregon CP involving the suspension from office of 
NORMAN HAALAND, Oregon CP State Chairman. Without commenting 
as to her status as a CP member, subject was reported to 
have commented that she would prepare some observations 
relative to the conflict between HAALAND and the CP, which 
comments could be regarded as though they reported the 
views of a CP club. 


PD T-2, February, 1961 
In late February, 1961, subject made available to 


a Portland CP leader a one-page typewritten document, 
unsigned and headed "To all concerned", in.which reference 
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was made to the suspension of NORMAN HAALAND as CP state 
chairman. One of the Portland CP leaders was castigated 

for pressing charges against HAALAND, the charges being 
referred to as a "personal vendetta" against HAALAND, 

Several recommendations were included in the document, inclu- 
ding-that HAALAND resigned and that the "trial" of him be> 
dropped. Reference was made to the fact that the national 
léadership had enough other troubles confronting it without 
being bothered by such a trifling problem of a local club. 
Subject was reported to have indicated in making the document 
available that she had gone over it with "some other people", 
the indication being that she, herself, had prepared it. 


PD T-2, March, 1961 


At a meeting of CP leaders in Portland in early 
March, 1961, a letter received by one of the leaders from 
subject relating to the removal of HAALAND as state chairman 
was severely criticized by GAYLORD GINTHER, Oregon CP State 
Board member, because of the vicious character of the attack 
against him and other leaders. He criticized the professional 
group of the Party, from whom the létter was understood to 
have been received, because this group had done nothing and 
therefore was in no position to be critical. 


PD T-2, 3/9/61 
In late March, 1961, subject was reported to 


have recently indicated to a CP leader her willingness to 


raise some funds for use in defraying the hotel expenses of 
ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN, National Chairman, CP, USA, who 

was to visit Portland for several days in late March, 1961. 
While subject showed an interest in avoiding having FLYNN 
stay in a private residence, which subject did not regard 
as suitable, subject showed no interest in attending any 
meeting at which FLYNN was to speak,indicating that she had 
other commitments, 


PD T-2, Bdrch, 1961 
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In late March, 1961, subject was reported to have 
sent a message to ELIZABETH GURLEY FLYNN through a Portland 
CP leader based upon a desire expressed earlier by ELIZABETH 
GURLEY FLYNN to meet with the professional group. Subject's 
message in effect indicated that the professional group of 
the CP was no longer functioning and had not been for some 
time and that it was not possible to arrange for any kind - 
of a gathering for FLYNN. 


PD T-2, March, 1961 


In late March, 1961, subject turned over to a CP 
leader the sum of $110 in cash, which was described as a 
donation to be turned over to FLYNN for use in covering her 
hotel expenses in connection with the latter's Portland visit.

PD T-2, March, 1961 


Recently during a conversation between subject and 
several CP members, subject expressed strong opposition to 
the attendance by MARVIN MARKMAN at a recently held CP 
state committee meeting. She referred to MARKMAN as a leader 
in the “youth" movement and indicated that in view thereof 
he should not have been present at the CP meeting inasmuch as 
the youth representative should do his work independently of 
the Party. She rejected arguments inagposition to her point 
of view when it was indicated that MARKMAN had been publically 
identified as a Party member. 


PD T-2, March, 1961 


On July 25, 1960, PD T-5 advised that at 

a meeting of the Williamsbridge Club, 

Bronx County CP, held on July 21, 1960, 

it was stated that MARVIN MARKMAN has 

been "in the movement" since he was 14 

years old and had been a CP member for 
one year. 


On September 7, 1960, PD T-6 advised that 
MARVIN MARKMAN was present at the August 29, 
1960, session of the CP Leadership Training 
School held in New York, August 29 to 
September 10, 1960. 
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At a gathering of CP members in June, 1961, a CP 
leader remarked that Section One of the CP in Portland, also 
referred to as the professional group, with which subject 
had been affiliated, was defunct. 


PD T-7, 6/16/61 


At a meeting of some CP members and leaders in 
June, 1961, GAYLORD GINTHER, Oregon CP State Board member , 
was critical of the professional group of the CP. He charged 
that since this group did not belong to the CP, they were 
not entitled to be informed of the internal troubles of the 
CP of Oregon, and they had no right to voice any opinion 
relative to the action of the leadership in removing HAALAND 
as Oregon State Chairman. 


PD T-2, 6/29/61 


In June, 1961, GAYLORD GINTHER expressed considerable 
criticism with reference to the subject for critical remarks 
he attributed to her concerning the Oregon CP leadership. 
His criticism centered around the fact that subject was not 
a Party member and in no position to be critical of Party 
affairs.

COMMUNIST FRONT ACTIVITIES 
OREGON SOBELL COMMITTEE 


At a recent meeting of the leaders of the Los Angeles 
Sobell Committee held at a Los Angeles, California, private 
residence, WIDGE NEWMAN reported upon a recent trip made by 
her on the West Coast in connection with efforts to raise 
funds and secure support on behalf of MORTON SOBELL. NEWMAN 
related that while in Portland, Oregon, she had worked with 
ROSE LEOPOLD and had raised the sum of $186. 


PD T-9, 10/7/60 
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In July, 1960, according to PD T-9, 

WIDGE NEWMAN, also known as IRMA NEWMAN, 
was engaged as organizer for the Committee 
to Secure Justice for Morton Sobell, and 
during her travels on behalf of this 
organization was paid by the "Sobell" 
Committee’ in the areas which she worked. 


A characterization of the Committee to 
Secure Justice for Morton Sobell appears 
in the appendix of this report. 


In early November, 1960, a leaflet was received 
which announced the scheduled lecture by JOHN HOWARD LAWSON, 
"noted author--lecturer--drama critic", on the subject 
"Contemporary Drama at Home and Abroad", which affair was 
to be held at the "home of the LEOPOLDs, 2033 SE Ash Street" 
on Friday, October 10 (1960), at 8:00 p.m. The leaflet noted 
at the bottom "Sponsored by Oregon Committee for Sobell, 
contribution $1.00". 


PD T-2, 11/7/60 


On November 1, 1960, PD T-10 identified 
JOHN HOWARD LAWSON as a Hollywood writer 
and an active member of the CP in 

Los Angeles, California. 


On October 14, 1960, a lecture was given at the 
home of ROSE LEOPOLD by JOHN HOWARD LAWSON, at which about 
30 persons were present including, among others, DENISE 
JACOBSON. The speaker compared the work of various writers, 
playwrights, and dramatists, classifying them as reactionary 
types and those favoring the labor movement. During the 
gathering, a donation of $1.00 was solicited from each of 
the persons present. Subject introduced LAWSON as the 
speaker, 


PD T-2, 11/7/60 
DENISE JACOBSON as of October, 1960, was 


known to PD T-3 as a prominent CP member 
and leader. 
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MISCELLANEOUS 


On September 24, 1960, a going away party was 
held in honor of DONALD and BETTY WOLLAM at the residence 
of ROSE LEOPOLD and husband, which affair was in anticipa- 
tion of the departure of the WOLLAM family for Hawaii to ~ 
make their home.

BENJAMIN JACOBSON with reference to a People's World (PW) 
subscription. Subject later indicated she ha een in 
contact with DENISE JACOBSON and the matter had been taken

PD T-2, December, 1960 


The PW is a West Coast communist 
newspaper. 


BENJAMIN JACOBSON, husband of DENISE 
JACOBSON, as of December, 1960, was known 
to PD T-8 and PD T-12 as a prominent 
member of the CP and active in the 

Party leadership. He also was known 

to PD T=-3 and PD T-12 as the Oregon CP 
State Press Director, 


Subject had a year's subscription to The Worker, 
an East Coast communist newspaper published at New York 
City, which is to expire in April, 1962.

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APPENDIX 
COMMITTEE TO SECURE JUSTICE FOR MORTON SOBELL

The National 
Committee to Secure Justice in the Rosenberg case ~- a 
Communist front which had been conducting the campaign in 
the United States - was reconstituted as the National 
Rosenberg-Sobell Committee at a conference in Chicago in 
October, 1953, and 'then as the National Committee to Secure 
Justice for Morton Sobell in the Rosenberg case'...." 


("Guide to Subversive Organizations and Publica- 
tions" dated January 2, 1957, issued by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities, page 60.) 


In September, 1954, the name "National Committee 
to Secure Justice for MOrton Sobell"” appeared on literature 
issued by the Committee. In March, 1955, the current name, 
"Committee to Secure Justice for Morton Sobell," first appeared 
on literature issued by the Committee. 


The 1960-61 Borough of Manhattan telephone directory 
lists the "Committee to Secure Justice for Morton Sobell" ade 
as being located at 940 Broadway, New York, New York, 
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PORTLAND SOBBLL COMMITTEE 


During May, 1961, sources familiar with the 
Portland Sobell Committee reported that since 1952 this 
group remains unorganized, has no official membership, and 
its activities are centered around Mrs. ROSE LEOPOLD, 
Portland, Opegon, LEOPOLD is known to these sources as a 
former member of the Communist Party. The Portland Sobell 
Committee, according to these sources, besomes active only 
on the occasion of appearances in the Porblana area of 
visiting Sobell Committee functionaries. 


A source has advised that a September, 1959, 
report on 4 western regional tour made Ly HELEN SOBRELL, 
wife of MORTON SOBELL, disclosed that the Portland Sobell 
Committee is included in the Western Region of the Committee 
to Secure Justice for Merton Sobell.

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On 2/9/61, a source advised that the Progressive 
Youth Organizing Committee (PYOC) was established at a 
national socialist-oriented youth conference held in 
Chicago, Illinois, December 30, 1960, through January 1,_ 
1961. This conference was the result of a mandate issued 
by the National Executive Committee, CPUSA, calling for 
a youth conference to establish an organizing committee 
whose objective would be to set up a national socialist- 
oriented youth organization. The conference scheduled a 
convention to be held within a year to found a new nati onal 
socialist-oriented youth organization.

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PD T-3 on December 8, 1959, reported that recently 
NORMAN HAALAND, during a discussion concerning CP matters, 
mentioned that the person responsible for funds in the 
Professional Club of the CP in Portland had not been contacted. 
HAALAND went on to state that as a result, he had personally 
gone to see ROSE LEOPOLD concerning this matter. HAALAND 
related that he had had some difficulty in arranging to 
contact subject because of her making various excuses. He 
ultimately did see her, at which time she maintained, accord- 
mg to HAALAND, that she knew nothing about the matter of 
funds and finally referred him to another person, who, after 
contact by HAALAND, did ultimately turn over to him some funds 
on behalf of the Professional members. 


NORMAN HAALAND, as of December, 1959, was 
known to PD T-2 and PD T-3 as state chairman of the 
CP of Oregon, a position he has held for several 
years. 


Activity in Support of the "People's World" (PW 


The PW is a West Coast communist newspaper 
published weekly at San Francisco, California. 


PD T-4 on October 8, 1959, reported that on 
September 26, 1959, a party sponsored by the Portland CP 
clubs was held at the home of DONALD and BETTY WOLLAM, 
3154 8S. E. Salmon Street, Portland, the purpose of which was 
to raise funds for the PW. Informant identified a number 
of persons as present at this affair, who were known to 
informant as CP members, including NORMAN HAALAND. Also 
identified by informant as present were subject and her 
husband. 


DONALD and BETTY WOLLAM, as of October, 1959, 
were known to PD T-2 and PD T-3 as long-time 
prominent CP members. DONALD WOLLAM, as of that time, 
was known to informants as state organizer of the 
CP of Oregon. 


PD T-5 on September 30, 1969, also reported upon 
the above CP+-sponsored PW fund-raising affair held September 
26, 1959, at the WOLLAM residence. This informant likewise 
identified both the subject and her husband as among those 
present. 
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PD T-2 om May 2, 1960, reported that on April 30, 
1960, a farewell party and PW fund-raising party arranged 
by CP members was held at the home of DONALD WOLLAM. The 
farewell party was in honor of DONALD WOLLAM and wife, BETTY 
WOLLAM, who were planning to move to Hawaii to establish 
residence. According to PD T-2, during the affair NORMAN 
HAALAND, CP state chairman, introduced BURT NELSON from 
Seattle, Washington, the latter of whom spoke. During 
NELSON's remarks, he was interrupted by the subject, who 
remarked that he should not go into a lengthy talk at this 
affair. During this gathering subject commented that she 
had the sum of $35, which she and others had contributed to 
the PW fund drive. According to PD T-2, subject, as well 
as several other individuals present, were not pleased with 
the remarks made by BURT NELSON, because of the manner in 
which he acted in referring to various persons present as 
being associated with the €P. Because of her irritation, 
subject and her husband departed abruptly from the affair.

thereto on television. The representative approached by the 
subject, according to PD T-2, was regarded with suspicion of 
being an informant, and when he offered to meet With members 
of the Sobell Committee in Portland, subject refused this 
offer, according to BETTY WOLLAM, stating that she, subject, 
was the Committee, as well as its representative, and, 
therefore, there was no need for the representative of the 
television station to meet with anyone else.

T-1 on January 29, 1959, reported that at 
the first session of the Oregon Communist Party (CP) state 
convention held at Finnish Hall, Portland, on January 24, 1959, 
among others identified as present was ROSE LEOPOLD, who was 
present for approximately two hours and then departed. 


Portland Confidential Informant T-3 on January 
30, 1959, likewise reported subject as among those present 
on the opening day of the Oregon CP state convention held at 
Finnish Hall, Portland, January 24, and 25, 1959. T-3 moted 
that subject took no active part in the convention proceedings 
and departed early. 
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Portland Confidential Informant T-4 on February 
6, 1959, likewise reported subject as among those in 
attendance at the first session at the Oregon state CP 
convention held January 24, 1959, at Finnish Hall, Portland. 


T-3 on January 30, 1959, reported that on the 
evening of January 24, 1959, a social party was held at the 
residence of DONALD and ELBERTA WOLLAM following the ~~ 
conclusion of the first day's session of the Oregon state 
CP convention, Among thers identified by T-3 as present 
at this gathering were subyect and her husband, BERNARD 
LEOPOLD, 


DONALD WOLLAM and his wife ELBERTA WOLLAM are 
known to T-1 and T-3 as long-time CP members, who, in recent 
years have been prominent in the CP leadership. DONALD 
WOLLAM, according to T-1 and fT-3 was elected as the state 
organizer of the CP during the CP state convention 
held January 24,and 25, 1959. 


Portland Confidential Informant T-8 on Febcuary 
3, 1959, likewise reported on the social affair held on the 
evening of January 24, 1959, at the residence of DONALD 
WOLLAM, 3154 S.E. Salmon St., Portland, and likewise 
identified subject and her husband as among those present. 


Portland Confidential Informant T-5 on February 16, 
1959, reported that at a recent CP meeting, GAYLORD GINTHER, 
known to T-5 as a member of the Oregon CP state board, during 
discussion of conditions in the CP in the Portland area, 
remarked that "ROSE" was being ruined by "Club One" becausee 
the group in Club One was leaning more towards capitalism. 
GINTHER noted that Club One was not assisting the Party as 
it should, T-5 further reported that during this discussion 
one of the CP members remarked that the "ROSE" referred to 
by GINTHER resided on S.E. Ash St. 


Portland Confidential Informant T-6 on May 1, 
1959, reported that recently GAYLORD GINTHER had remarked to 
Several CP members that the term "Club One" was synonymous 
with the Professional Club. 


T-3 on October 6, 1959, reported with reference to 
subject that T-6 was of the opinion that subject is a 


member of the Professional group of the CP, although informant 
was unable to confirm this belief. T-3 pointed out in 
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support of this opinion that subject made an appearance 

at the CP state convention held in Portland January 

ek, 1959. Further, over a period of time subject has been a 
close associate of ELBERTA and DONALD WOLLAM, both prominent 
in the CP leadership. T-3 has noted that ELBERTA WOLLAM on 
occasion has made vague comments concerning subject, 

which though non-specific have tended to confirm T-3's 
opinion. 


ACTIVITIES IN SUPPORT 
OF COMMUNIST PARTY 


‘ Portland Confidential Informant T-7 on October 
28, 1958, reported that on October 25, 1958, a social affair 
was held at the residence of DONALD WOLLAM, Portland, the 7 
purpose of which was to raise funds for the People's World (PW). 
NORMAN HAALAND among others was present at this gathering, 
Also identified as present was the subject. 


NORMAN HAALAND as of October 19, 1958, was known 
to T-5, T-6 and T-7 as the Oregon state chairman of the 
CP. HAALAND 1s known to these informants to have been 
re-elected as the Oregon CP state chairman during the two-day 
Oregon CP state convention held in January, 1959, for a two 
year period, 


The People's World is a West Coast Communist 
weekly newspaper published at San Francisco, California. 


T~3 on November 13, 1958, reported that HYMAN 
LUMER, national educational director of the CP, USA, was in 
Pertland as of November 4, 1958, NORMAN HAALAND had indicated 
that LUMER was to stay at the home of Mrs. CASSIESSONES, 
2216 N.E. 12lst Avenue, Portland, during his visit. 


On November 13, 1958, T-3 reported that LUMER, 
on November 6, 1958, told CP members that he intended to 
spend that night at another location in Portland, inasmuch 
as he wished to contact as many persons as possible while 
in the Portland area, T-3 further reported that LUMER did 
not indicate where he intended to stay, however, he was 
with HAALAND throughout most of the day. 
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On November 6, 1958, Special Agents of the 
FBI of the Portland Division observed NORMAN HAALAND's 
automobile during the middle portion of the day parked 
at the residence at 2033 S.E. Ash St., Portland, the location 
of the residence of subject. The above Special Agents 
further observed that HAALAND left the LEOPOLD home - 
GQuting the early afternoon, but returned at night, and shortly 
before 8:00 p.m. HAALAND was observed to depart from the 
residence together with a man fitting the genera] description 
of HYMAN LUMER. 


T-1 on November 21, 1958, reported that on the 
evening of November 6, 1958, NORMAN HAALAND, Oregon CP 
State chairman and another CP member had picked up HYMAN LUMER 
at the residence of subject and had taken him to the home 

. of DONALD and ELBERTA WOLLAM where LUMER attended a meeting 

with CP members. At the conclusion of this meeting, | 
according to T-1, HAALAND left in company with LUMER to 
return him to the LEOPOLD residence, and had arranged to 
pick up LUMER the following day to drive him to the airport. 


T-5 on November 19, 1958, reported that at the 
CP meeting held at the WOLLAM residence on the evening of 
November 6, 1958, which affair was for CP members only, 
7-5 observed NORMAN HAALAND and HYMAN LUMER enter the 
WOLLAM residence shortly after 8:00 p.m. 


On November 7, 1958, NORMAN HAALAND was observed 
by Special Agents of the FBI of the Portland Division to 
call at the LEOPOLD residence and shortly before Noon 
HAALAND and LUMER departed together in HAALAND's automobile 
and proceeded to the Portland International Airport. 


T-8 on December 22, 1958, reported that on December 
6, 1958, a CP fund-raising party was held at the home of 
DONALD and ELBERTA WOLLAM for the purpose of raising 
funds to be used in the defraying of the expenses involved 
in defending AL FISHER, Subject and her husband among others 
were identified by informant as in attendance. 
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AVALO ALLISON FISHER was convicted in U. S. 
District Court, Northern Division, Western District of 
Washington, Seattle, Washington, on December 2, 1954, on 
four counts for having executed non-Communist affidavits 
and filing or qausing same,to be filed with the National 
Labor Relations Board at Seattle, Washington, when in fact, 
FISHER was then a member of the Communist Party and affiliated 
with the Communist Party, in vaolation of Title 18, Section 
1001, United States Code. After a reversal of the judgment of 
the trial court on appeal to the Circuit Court of Appeals, 
Ninth Circuit, FISHER was again convicted March 21, 1957, on 
the same four counts in a re-trial. On April 12, 1957, he 
was sentenced to five years imprisonment on each count to 
run concurrently. He subsequently filed an appeal from this 
conviction. 


Portiand Confidential Informant T-9 on December 
17, 1958, likewise reported on the social foo held at 
the home of DONALD and ELBERTA WOLLAM, 3154 S.E. Saimon 
St., Portland, December 6, 1958. This informant identified 
one "ROSE" as well as NORMAN HAALAND, among others as present 
at this affair. 


T-3 on May 25, 1959, reported that on May 17, 
1959, a dinner sponsored by a CP club was held at a Portland 
residence to raise funds for the PW fund drive. Among 
others identified by T-3 as in attendance at this affair 
were subject and her husband, as well as NORMAN HAALAND. 


T-l on May 25, 1959, likewise reported on the 
fund-raising affair held May 77, 1959, at a Portland residence 
which was to raise funds on behalf of the PW, and this 
anformant likewise identified subject and her husband as 
well as NORMAN HAALAND among others as in attendance. 


T-4 on May 19, 1959, also reported on the above 
Ginner held May 17, 1959, which this informant identified 
as having been sponsored by a CP club. This informant likewise 
identified subject and her husband as well as NORMAN HAALAND 
among others as present. 


T-8 on May 19, 1959, also reported on the above 
affair held May 17, 1959, which this informant referred to as 
a barbecue dinner sponsored by the CP as a fund-raising 
activity on beBalf of the PW. Subject and her husband 


as well as NORMAN HAALAND among others were identified as 
among those present. 
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NATIONAL COMMITTEE TO SECURE 
JUSTICE FOR MORTON SOBELL IN 
THE ROSENBERG CASE (NCSJR§&) 


On April 14, 1959, MAURICE ENGLEMANN, manager, 
Jacqueline's Women's Dress Shop, 900 S.W. Morrison St., 
Portland, advised that on April 10, 1959, he had been 
contacted by ROSE LEOPOLD and invited to attend a meeting 
scheduled to be held at the LEOPOLD residence. Subject 
described this meeting as an organizational meeting being 
held in connection with efforts to raise funds for use in 
freeing MORTON SOBELL., Subject discussed briefly the 
case of MORTON SOBELL, and stated that a woman named 
"WIDGE" NEWMAN from Los Angeles would be the principal 
speaker at this gathering. Mr. ENGLEMANN further stated! 
that on the following day, Saturday, he was contacted at 
his place of business by subject in company with "WIDGE" 
NEWMAN, at which time his support was solicited on benalf 
of MORTON SOBELL. 


IRMA VIVIAN NEWMAN, aka. "WIDGE" NEWMAN, as of 
April 1, 1959, was known to Portland Confidential Informant 
T-10 as organizer of the Los Angeles Sobell Committee. 
According to T-10 NEWMAN was touring the Pacific Northwest 
in connection with efforts to set up committees to seek 
aid in the SOBELL case. 


On April 16, 1959, T-4 reported that on april 19, 
1959, the subject and another individual met "WIDGE" 
NEWMAN at the Portland International Airport upon NEWMAN's 
arrival by plane from Seattle, Washington, and she was 
taken to the residence of ROSE LEOPOLD, 2033 S.E. Ash 
St., where she was to remain while in Portland. T-4 
further reported that later on the same date subject, 
accompanied Miss NEWMAN when the latter called at the 
Gresham, Oregon home of Reverend MARK A, CHAMBERLIN with 
whom Miss NEWMAN conferred concerning the case of MORTON 
SOBELL. 


On April 16, 1959, T-4 reported that on the 
evening of April 10, 1959, a fund-raising social affair 
for the NCSJMS was held at the home of ROSE LEOPOLD 
at which IRMA VIVIAN "WIDGE" NEWMAN of Los Angeles, California, 
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the featured speaker, discussed the MORTON SOBELL case. 
her remarks she referred to herself as having been 
delegated by the Committee to Free MORTON SOBELL to 
raise funds for the Sobell Committee, and this was her 
purpose in being in Portland. She indicated she was on a 
tour of the Northwest area. She asked that a committee - 
group be formed for the defense of MORTON SOBELL, According 
to T-4 ROSE LEOPOLD who was present at the meeting, mentioned 
having met with a "work shop" group the preceding Thursday 
night which group planned to work for the freedom of SOBELL. 
During the gathering refreshments were served. 


In 


T-3 who also attended the above affair held at 
the home of ROSE LEOPOLD April 10, 1959, reported April 16, 
1959, that NORMAN HAALAND, among others, was among those present. 
According to T-3 "WIDGE" NEWMAN in her remarks stated she 
was chairman of a group in California and was on tour on the 
West Coast to increase interest in the SOBELL case. According 
to T-3 ROSE LEOPOLD spoke briefly upon the conclusion of Mrs. 
NEWMAN's remarks, and stated that on the previous evening 
an attempt had been made to re-activate the Portland Sobell 
Committee and that she, Mrs. LEOPOLD, had been re-named 
as chairman of the group. She further indicated that ELBERTA 
WOLLAM was to be the secretary. 


T-7 on July 21, 1959, reported that on the 
evening of July 20, 1959, a meeting was held at the home of 
ROSE LEOPOLD for the purpose of discussing a program of events 
on the occasion of the scheduled appearance of Mrs. HELEN 
SOBELL in Portland from July 28, 1959, to August 1, or 2, 
1959. A reception was planned to be held at the home of 
ROSE LEOPOLD on the afternoon or evening of Friday, July 31, 
1959. Tentative plans also were made to have a dinner in 
Mrs. SOBELL's honor, T-7 further reported that ELBERTA 
WOLLAM present at this meeting was to assist ROSE LEOPOLD 
ain sending out invitations for the events planned. 


On July 31, 1959, T-1 reported that at a meeting 
of CP club PW directors held July 28, 1959, at Portland, 
ELBERTA WOLLAM discussed the activities planned for HELEN 
SOBELL in Portland which she indicated would include 
a reception to be held for her at the home of ROSE LEOPOLD. 
ELBERTA WOLLAM requested one of the CP members present 
at the CP club PW directors meeting to notify people 
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by telephone of this reception and of another activity 
scheduled, 


T-8 on July 29, 1959, reported that Mrs. 
HELEN SOBELL, the wife of MORTON SOBELL, arrived in 
. Portland July 28, 1959, for scheduled appearances in the 
Portiand area, 2 


The Oregonian, a Portland daily newspaper, on 
Page 9, Columns 4 through 7, on July 30, 1959, contained an 
article captioned "Wife Seeks to Free Convicted Rosenberg 
Conspirator" which contained a photograph of Mrs. MORTON 
SOBELL, along with an article pertaining to her efforts to 
free her husband convicted of conspiracy in the Rosenberg 
trial. The article referred’ to Mrs. SOBELL and "her 
Committee to Secure Justice for MORTON SOBELL". The last 
sentence in the article stated "she and her son are staying 
here with Mrs. BERNARD LEOPOLD, 2033 S.E. Ash St.". 


Portland Confi dential Informant T-11 on July 
29, 1959, reported that an invitation recently had been sent 
through the mail to an individual inviting attendance at a 
reception in honor of Mrs. HELEN SOBELL to? be held on Friday 
evening, July 31, 1959, at 8:30 p.m. at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. BERNARD LEOPOLD, 2033 S.E. Ash St., Portland, Oregon, 


Portland Confidential Informant T-12 on August 
6, 1959, also reported that recently an individual known 
to T-12 as a CP member, had received an invitation through the 
mail to attend the reception for Mrs. SOBELL at the home 
of subject and her husband at Portland on July 31, 1959. Accord- 
to T-12, enclosed with the invitation was an unstamped 
return envelope bearing the address, Mrs. ROSE LEOPOLD, 
2033 S.E. Ash, Portland, Oregon, together with a small piece 
of paper bearing the following mimeographed statement: 
"If you can't come please send some 'green! representative," 


T-8 on July 29, 1959, reported that recently 
ELBERTA WOLLAM had indicated that a dinner was to be held 
in honor of HELEN SOBELL on Saturday night, August 1, 1959, 
at a Portind residence, for which a charge of $3.00 a 
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plate was being made. ELBERTA WOLLAM further indicated 
that ROSE LEOPOLD was to assist in the preparation of this - 
dinner, 


T-7 on August 6, 1959, reported that on 
July 31, 1959, a reception was held in honor of HELEN SOBELL 
at the residence of ROSE LEOPOLD, 2033 S.E. Ash St., Portland, 
at which the subject, among others was present. During this 
affair HELEN SOBELL discussed the case relating to her 
husband, MORTON SORELL, and she urged those present to 
communicate with their Congressmen urging the release of 
her husband. T-7 further reported that during HELEN 
SOBELL's stay in Portland she was a guest at the home of 
ROSE LEOPOLD. 

T-1 on August 4, 1959, lakewise reported on the 
reception held at the home of subject July 31, 1959, and 
likewise reported that during this affair HELEN SOBELL discussed 
in detail the arrest and imprisonment of her husband, She 
urged those present to write postcards on behalf of MORTON 

SOBELL requesting he be granted freedom, 


T-4 who also attended the above reception at 
subject's residence July 31, 1959, reported September 1, 1959, 
that both subject and her husband were present. T-~4 described 
this affair as being held for the purpose of raising funds 
needed to carry on the fight to effect the release of MORTON 
SOBELL from prison. According to T-4 during HELEN SOBELL's remarks 
concerning her husband's case she was critical of the unfairness 
of his conviction and imprisonment, 


On August 3, 1959, T-11 reported that on the 
gwening of August 1, 1959, a fund-raising dinner was held 
for HELEN SOBELL at a Portland residence at which subject, 
among others was present. According to T-1] during the 
evening at this affair, HELEN SOBELL discussed the case of 
her husband, convicted for espionage, and maje an appeal to those 
present urging that they engage in some type of activity which 
would assist in effecting her husband's freedom, 
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The Peoplets World on August 15, 1959, contained 

an article "HELEN SOBELL'sS Crusade for Husband's Freedom 

Grows," under a Portland dateline. This article made 

reference tothe visit of HELEN SOBELL in Portland, noting 

that "she is on a nation wide tour sponsored by the 

National Committee to Secure Justice for MORTON SOBELL." 

It further noted that her five-day visit in Portland included 
) "an evening reception given by the Portland Sobell Committee," 


COMMITTEE FOR THE PROTECTION 2 
OF OREGON's FOREIGN BORN (CPOFB) 


On November 5, 1958, T-8 reported that recently 
subject had extended an invitation to an individual known 
to the informant as a CP member to attend a memorial » 
dinner to be held on November 14, 1958, at the Henry 
Thiele Restaurant in Portland in honor of IRVIN GOODMAN, 
deceased, and at which a memorial plaque was to be presented 
to his wife. 


IRVIN GOODMAN was known to T-3 and T-6 as a 
Portland attorney who, for many years prior to his 
death, in 1958, served as legal adviser for CP leaders, 
as well as for various CP members and sympathizers. 
According to T-3 and T-6 GOODMAN was regarded by CP leaders 
as one who was sympathetic to CP causes. 


T-1 on Ncevember 21, 1958, reported that on 
NOvember 14, 1958, a memorial dinner for IRVIN GOODMAN, 
deceased Portland attorney, was held at the Henry Thiele 
Restaurant under the auspicies of the CPOFB, at which 
ABNER GREEN, executive secretary, American Committee for the 
Protection of the Foreign Born acrey) was the principal 
speaker, everend MA A, CHAMBERLIN served as chairman 
of the program, During the gathering a plaque was presented 
to Mrs. GOODMAN in memory of her husband. According to 
T-1 a charge of $1.25 was made for the dinner. Subject, 
among others was identified as being present. 


The American Committee for the Protection of 
Foreign Born has been designated by the Attorney Gen@ral 
fe) e United States pursuan Oo Executive Order 50. 


T-4 on November 26, 1958, also reported on the 
CPOFB sponsored memorial dinner held for IRVIN GOODMAN 
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on November 14, 1958, at the Henry Thiele Restaurant at 

which ABNER GREEN was the featured speaker, T-4 noted 

that various speeches were made eulogizing IRVIN GOODMAN 

and that a collection was taken up during the meeting to 

assist in defraying expenses being incurred in the defense of 
certain aliens involved in deportation proceedings instituted 

by the Immigration and Naturalization Service, U. S. Department 

of Justice, Portland, based upon alleged past Communist 
activities. T-4 identified subject as among those present at this 
gathering. 


T-8 on November 26, 1958, also reported on the 
above CPOFB sponsored memorial dinner held November 14, 1958, 
at which ABNER GREEN was the featured guest. T-8 noted that 
during the meeting one of the speakers presented Mrs. GOODMAN 
with a plaque indicating it represented the sentiments of all 
the people who knew IRVIN GOODMAN, T-8 likewise identified 
ROSE LEOPOLD as among those present. 


T-8 on November 19, 1958, reported that recently 
at had come to the informant's attention that subject had 
disclosed that she had obtained an artist to design and 
arrange for securing the plaque which was presented to Mrs. 
IRVIN GOODMAN at the dinner honoring her late husband held 
at the Henry Thiele Restaurant in Portland. 


OREGON CHAPTER, METHODIST : 
FEDERATION FOR SOCIAL ACTION (MFSA)

On Sep vember 17, 1958, T-3 reported that on 
September 13, and 14, 1958, a "peace workshop" was sponsored 

by the OFSA and held at the Nenry Thiele Restaurant in Portland. 
T-3 reported that ROSE LEOPOLD was among those who made an 
appearance at one of the sessions of this workshop. 


On November 20, 1958, Mrs. LOUISE GRONNERT, 
826 N.E. 17th Avenue, Portland, a real estate saleswoman, 
advised that on the evening of November 19, 1958, a meeting 
sponsored by the OFSA was held in the Oxfcrd Room at the 
Benson Hotel, Portland, at which ROCKWELL.KENT was 
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the principal speaker. Mrs. GRONNERT who did not attend 

this meeting, but did observe some of those entering 

the Oxford Room to attend the gathering, stated that she had 
observed ROCKWELL KENT arrive for the meeting in company with 
ROSE LEOPOLD and another individual. 


On November 26, 1958 T-8 reported that on the 
evening of November 19, 1958, a lecture sponsored by the 
OFSA was given by ROCKWELL KENT entitled "Building world 
friendship" at the Benson Hotel, Portland. According 
Lo #-8 KENT's lecture centered around his visit to Russia. 
He spoke in favorable terms of conditions in Russia, and noted 
that the Russian people want peace and friendship, Hot 
only of Americans but of ali countries. Subject, among 
others was identified by T-8 as present at this meeting. 
T-8 further noted that on the afternoon of November 19, 
1958, subject and Reverend MARK CHAMBERLIN had accompanied 
KENT to Reed College, Portland, where KENT had given a 
talk before a group of students, T-8 further reported that 
at the conclusion of the lecture by KENT at the Benson 
Hotel, ROSE LEOPOLD extended an invitation to everyone 
to a reception 1n her home. T-8 further reported that 
the reception was held at the subject's residence on the 
evening of November 19, 1958, following the conclusion 
of the meeting at the Renson Hotel, and that various writings 
and paintings of KENTs were discussed. T-8 noted that 
ROCKWELL KENT and his wife did not attend this reception 
since they were making preparations for departure from 
Portland on the following day. 


T-11 on November 26, 1958, likewise reported 
that on November 19, 1958, a meeting was held at the Oxford 
Room, Benson Hotel, Portland, at which ROCKWELL KENT was 
the featured speaker. T+11 reported in connection with 
this meeting that a committee had been formed by leaders 
of the OFSA which was referred to as the "Oregon Committee 
for World Friendship" which name was used as one of the 
sponsors of this affair. The other sponsor was the 
National Covncil of American Soviet Friendship. T-11 
reported with reference to the above committee that Reverend 
MARK CHAMBERLIN had organized the committee in question, 
the plans for which originated with members of the 
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executive board of the OFSA. According to T-11 ROSE LEOPOLD was 
among the committee members who arranged the meeting for KENT, 
T-ll reported with reference to KENT's speech that it centered 
around his travels in the Soviet Union and that he spoke 
favorably of conditions in that country and made reference 

to the desires of the Soviet Union for peace. According to T-11 
there was an admission charge for the meeting and in addition 

a collection was taken up to defray expenses incurred. Further, 
any funds received in excess of the expenses were to be divided 
between the OFSA and the National Council for American 

Soviet Friendship, T-11 identified subjéct as among those 
present at the meeting. 


The National Council for American Soviet 
Friendship has been designated by the Attorney General 
of the United States pursuant to Executive Order 10450. 


T-4 on November 26, 1958, also reported on the meeting 
held November 19, 1958, at the Benson Hotel at which ROCKWELL 
KENT was the featured speaker, T-4 identified the subject 
of ROCKWELL KENT's talk as “Building World Friendship" and 
noted that KENT's remarks dwelled principally upon his travels 
in the Soviet Union whose people he raised for their ability 
to rapidly recover from World War II, and their achievements 
made in the field of Science. He claimed that most of the 
information given to the American people about the Russian 
people was distorted by reactionary newspapermen, According 
to T-4, ROSE LEOPOLD in attendance at the meeting announced that 
refreshments would be served at her home for those who wished 
to come following the lecture, 


Reverend MARK CHAMBERLIN as of November, 1958, 
was known to T-1ll as a retired Methodist minister, and as the

BACKGROUND 


Portland Confidential Informant T=-1 on September 
22, 1958, reported that subject continues to reside at 2033 
S. E. Ash Street, and is not employed. 


COMMUNIST PARTY ACTIVITIES 


The Communist Party, USA, has been designated by 
the Attorney General of the United States pursuant to Execu= 
tive Order 10450. 


Portland Confidential Informant T=-2 in December, 
1957, reported he had learned that NORMAN HAALAND was hopeful 
of being able to arrange for holding a meeting for SID 
STEIN, then known to T=-2 as an official in the National 
Office of the Communist Party (CP) at the home of ROSE 
LEOPOLD on the occasion of a scheduled visit by STEIN to 
Portland around mid-December, 1957. 


NORMAN HAALAND as of December, 1957, was known to 
Te2 and Portland Confidential Informant T=-3 as Oregon State 
Chairman of the CP. 


At about 8:00 p.m. on the night of January 22, 
1958, Special Agents of the FBI observed BETTY WOLLAM and an 
unidentified negro man, wearing a hat and topcoat and carrye- 
ing a thin package under his arm, believed to be PETTUS PERRY, 
leave the WOLLAM residence in the WOLLAM automobile, an old 
Nash sedan. A few minutes later, the automobile with the 
lights turned off parked across the street from, and in front 
of subject's residence, where it remained for several minutes 
and then it left the area. Meanwhile anan wearing a hat and 
topcoat, and carrying a thin package under his arm, was 
observed walking from S. E. 20th and Ash Streets, whence the 
WOLLAM car had just proceeded, and entered the LEQPOLD 
residence. The car above mentioned drove off as soon as 
the unidentified man had entered the subject's home. 


oo Da 
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T-2 on January 29, 1958, reported that PETTUS PERRY 
; in January, 1958, had visited in Portland while on a tour 
concerning CP matters and while in Portland had stayed at the 
residence of DONALD and BETTY WOLLAM. According to T=-2, PERRY 
was at the WOLLAM residence on the afternoon of January 22, 
1958, and was scheduled to attend several meetings relating 
to CP matters while in Portland. 


The September 28, 1957, issue of the "People's 
World", West Coast Communist Newspaper, published at San 
Francisco, California, described PETTUS PERRY as the West 
Coast Representative of Negro Affairs for the CP. 


DONALD and BETTY WOLLAM, as of January, 1958, 
were known‘to T=-2 as longtime GP members who have been pro= 
minent in the leadership of the CP of Oregon in recent years. 


T2 on September 12, 1958, reported that recently 
informant had learned that ROSE LEOPOLD had been severely 
criticized by.certain individuals because a prominent CP 
member had called upon her unexpectedly at the LEOPOLD 
residence while a group of persons was gathered there. 

To.2 was of the opinion that the gathering referred to was a 
meeting in progress of certain CP members who did not want 
their identities known to other party members. 


T-3 on August 12, 1957, reported that on August 3, 
1957, a fund raising social party sponsored by the Deborah 
Gannett Club of the CP was held at the home of LORENE DORTCH 
at Oswego, Oregon. Among others identified by informant as 
present at this gathering were ROSE LEOPOLD, her husband 
BERNARD LEOPOLD and NORMAN HAALAND. 


LORENE DORTCH as of August, 1957, was known to T-3 
as a CP member. 


Portland Confidential Informant T-4 on August 8, 
1958, likewise reported on the fund raising social affair 
held under the auspices of the CP at the home of LORENE 
DORTCH, Oswego, Oregon, to raise funds for the "People's 
World" and likewise identified as among those in attendance, 
a couple known to the informant only as BERNARD and "ROSIE" 
as well as NORMAN HAALAND. 
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T-4 on August 5, 1957, advised that it was apparent 
from their actions that the couple known as BERNARD and 
"ROSIE" were well acquainted with BETTY WOLLAM, who also was 
in attendance, 


Portland Confidential Infomant T-5 on September 4, 
1957, also reported on the "People's World" fund raising 
party held at the home of LORENE DORTCH, August 3, 1957, and 
also identified BERNARD LEOPOLD and his wife, ROSE LEOPOLD, f 
as well as NORMAN HAALAND, as among those in attendance. 


Portland Confidential Informant T=-6 on October 22, 
1957, reported that on October 19, 1957, a social party was 
held at 2033 S. E. Ash Street, Portland, the home of ROSE 
and BERNARD LEOPOLD, which was attended by friends of 
DONALD WOLLAM, HERBERT SIMPSON and JOHN MacKENZIE, to 
celebrate the reversal of their previous convictions in 
United States District Court, Portland, for Contempt of 
Congress by the Supremem Court of the United States. Accorde 
ing to the informant, the attorneys who represented the three 
individuals, as well as each of the three persons themselves 
gave short talks. Among others identified by informant as 
present were NORMAN HAALAND, as well as certain other 
persons known to T-6 as CP members and sympathizers. 


T23, who also attended the above affair October 19, 
1957, on October 22, 1957, reported that it was referred |. 
to as a "Victory party celebration" to aiebrate the reversal 
of the convictions of DONALD WOLLAM, HERBERT SIMPSON, and 
JOHN MacKENZIE by decision of the United States Supreme 
Court. T=#3 identified subject and her husband as present, 
as well as other persons known to informant as CP members 
and sympathizers including NORMAN HAALAND, Oregon State 
CP Chairman. 


HERBERT SIMPSON and JOHN MacKENZIE as of October, 
1957, were known to Te2 as current and past CP members 
respectively. 


Toll on October 22, 1957, also reported on the victory 
party held at the home of subject and her husband October 19, 
1957, and likewise identified subject and her husband, as well 
as NORMAN HAALAND among others, as among those present. 
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Portland Confidential Informant T-7 reported 
October 22, 1957, on the social affair held at 2033 S. E. 
Ash Street, Portland, October 19, 1957, and confirmed the 
presence of both subject and her husband at the affair. 
According to T~7 IRVING GOODMAN, one of the attorneys who 
had represented one of the three defendants in the Contempt 
of Congress proceedings spoke briefly. In his remarks he 
thanked those persons present for their support in raising 
funds to defend the three defendants. T-7 also reported 
that subject urged all present to write letters to the 
"Oregonian", a Portland Daily newspaper, expressing their 
appreciation to the publication for an article which had 
appeared therein concerning the reversal of the Contempt of 
Congress convictions by the United States Supreme Court 
decision. According to T-7 a large sign was hung across an 
archway in the LEOPOLD residence which read "Hurrah for us." 


IRVING GOODMAN, now deceased, as of October, 1957, 
was known to Te-2 and T-4 as a Portland attorney who over a 
period of years had handled legal matters of the CP in 
Oregon, and had been legal adviser for many CP leaders and 
sympathizers in Oregon. 


TmW5 on November 14, 1958, likewise reported on the 
victory party held at the home of subject and her husband 
October 19, 1958, and confirmed the presence of both subject 
and her husband as well as NORMAN HAALAND and other persons 
known to informant as CP members. 


COMMUNIST FRONT ACTIVITIES 


National Committee to Secure 
Justice for Morton Sobell 


in the Rosenberg Case 


A letter to the editor appeared in the "Oregonian", 
Portland daily newspaper, on October 26, 1958, headed "Guilt 
Doubted", and was signed "ROSE LEOPOLD", 2033 S. E. Ash Street." 
fhe above letter read in part: 
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"Regarding your editorial of October 16, on the 
need to be sure of a fair trial for MORTON SOBELL, co-defene 
dant with ETHEL and JULIUS ROSENBERG, I would like to say 
that it is gratifying to find this point of view expressed. 


"Based on pamphlets, articles and books (particularly 
the well-documented JOHN WEXLEY one), I have come to the 
conclusion that MORTON SOBELL was innocent and that he was 
convicted fraudulently. 


"xxx I believe with all my heart that when he will 
have a fair and dispassionate trial, he will surely be found 
innocent and this plot on our judicial slate will then be 
wiped clean." 


T-1 on November 14, 1957, reported that at a meet= 
ing of the Executive Board of the Oregon Federation for 
Social Action (OFSA) in Portland on November 5, 1957, 
Reverend MARK A. CHAMBERLIN, known to Tl as executive 
secretary of the OFSA, announced that the OFSA had assisted 
ROSE LEOPOLD in getting out letters concerning the Supreme 
Court of the United States in relation to the SOBELL case. 


BURTON D. SMITH, Route 2, Box 470A, Springfield, 
Oregon, on November 14, 1957, made available a mimeographed 
form letter dated November 6, 1957, over the signature of 
ROSE LEOPOLD, identified in the letter as "Chairman, Oregon 
Sobell Committee" and whose address was listed at the 
bottom of the letter as 2033 S. E. Ash, Portland, Oregon. 


The letter which was received through the mail, 
and which was addressed "Dear Friend" read as follows: 


"MORTON SOBELL is still in Alcatraz ... eight 
long years and twenty two left to go unless we do something 
about it right now. 


"Three petitions for a review of his case have been 
presented to the Supreme Court.

Along with this was a two page mimeographed leaflet 
identified as a "press release" bearing the letterhead of 
"The Committee to Secure Justice for MORTON SOBELL, 940 
Broadway, New York 10, New York" which contained the headings 
"Supreme Court Asked to Set Aside MORTON SOBELL trial as 
Unfair"; "Recent High Court Decision Reveals SOBELL and 
ROSENBERG Unfairly Tried, Motion States"; and "Court Also 
Asked to Order Hearing on Evidence of Prosecution Fraud 
and FBI Kidnapping in Mexico.” 


Portland Confidential Informant T=8 in December, 
1957, reported that he had recently observed the name and 
address of "ROSE LEOPOLD, 2033 S. E. Ash, Portland, Oregon" 
as among others on a list headed "List for Exchanging 
Information", which had been maintained by SYLVIA BERNSTEIN, 
9340 Harvey Road, Silver Springs, Maryland, the purpose of 
which list was unknown to the informant. Informant stated, 
however, that he had observed on the list a number of names 
and addresses of SOBELL committees in various parts of the 
United States, as well as the names and addresses of certain 
individuals around the country. 


Portland Confidential Informant T-9 on February 26, 
1953, identified SYLVIA BERNSTEIN as an individual known to 
the informant as of tht time as a member of the CP. 


Tm2 on January 21, 1958, reported that recently 
BETTY WOLLAM had commented that ANNETTE RUBENSTEIN was to 
meet with a group of people at a private meeting to be held 
on the night of January 20, 1958, at the home of ROSE LEOPOLD 
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for persons capable of understanding what she was talking 
| about, that is, for well educated persons. 


T.6 on January 21, 1958, reported that during a 
meeting of the Oregon Federation for Social Action (OFSA). 
at 1910 N. E. Davis Street, Portland, on January 12, 1958, 
it was announced that Dr. ANNETTE RUBENSTEIN was to appear 
at a gathering to be held at the residence of ROSE LEOPOLD 
on January 20, 1958. 


T-1 on January 24, 1958, reported that on January 
20, 1958, a meeting sponsored jointly by the OFSA and the 
Morton Sobell Committee, was held at the home of ROSE | 
LEOPOLD at which Dr. ANNETTE RUBENSTEIN, from the Liberty 
Book Club, was the speaker. Subject, as well as BETTY 
WOLLAM, among others, were identified as present. 


According to informat, ANNETTE RUBENSTEIN discussed 
the writings of various poets, emphasizingthe beliefs and 
ideologies of these poets, which were in opposition to the 
tyrannies of kings and the injustices suffered by the people 
by exploitation by the nobility. 


Portland Confidential Informant T-10 on December 9, 
1948, advised that he had been told by a CP organizer that 
a group of progressives and Communists at the suggestion of 
the New York State Committee of the CP had decided to form a 
new book club to give wide circulation to the works of Commu- 
nists and progressive writers, and the book club so formed was 
named "Liberty Book Club." 


The Liberty Book Club in December, 1953, moved from 
1123 Broadway, New York City to its present location, 100 
West 23rd Street, New York City. 


T-6 on January 24, 1958, reported that on January 
20, 1958, Dr. ANNETTE RUBENSTEIN addressed a group which met 
at the home of ROSE LEOPOLD as a representative of the Liberty 
Book Club. T-6 identified NORMAN HAALAND, among others, as 
present at this gathering. 
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T-1 on February 10, 1958, reported that during a 
recent gatherhg of several promhent OFSA members, Mrs. EDNA 
SMITH, known to T-l as a prominent member of the OFSA Execu- 
tive Board, commented that the OFSA had not received its 
share of the money donated at the meeting for Dr. RUBENSTEIN, 
held at the home of ROSE LEOPOLD, that ROSE LEOPOLD had not 
wanted anyone else to give the collection speech. 


Portland Confidential Informant T-11 on April 14, 
1958, reported that on April 9, 1958, at a meeting of the 
Rosenberg = Morton Sobell San Francisco Council for the Bay 
Area Committee held at 8:00 p.m., in San Franéisco, California, 
reference was made to ROSE LEOPOLD of Portland, Oregn, who 
was referred to as being in charge of the "Committee" for 
the Oregon area. A motion was made and carried during the 
meeting to get in touch with ROSE LEOPOLD concerning more 
literature and fund promoting drive information, to be used 
for a "Focus Club" at "Reed." 


The "Focus Club" is publicly known as a non- 
affiliated organization on the Reed College Campus, Portland, 
s Oregon, the membership of which is composed of Reed College 
i students. The organization has no official connection with 
Reed College. 


OREGON FEDERATION FOR SOCIAL ACTION 


T-1 on February 24, 1958, reported that at an OFSA 
meeting held February 16, 1958, at 1910 N. E. Davis Street, 
Portland, it was announced that on February 23, 1958, the 
OFSA would have as its main speaker, one TOM McGRATH, 
described as a western poet and a friend of Dr. ANNETTE 
RUBENSTEIN. It was further mentioned that McGRATH while 
in Portland would stay at the home of ROSE LEOPOLD. 


T-6 on February 28, 1958, reported that on 
February 23, 1958, TOM McGRATH, an author, was the principal 
speaker at a meeting of the OFSA held at 1910 N. E. Davis 
Street, the subject of his remarks pertaining to various 
writers who wrote in a socialistic vein. According to f-6, 
it was mentioned that McGRATH had also spoken at a gathering 
at the home of ROSE LEOPOLD on February 22, 1958. 
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Tol on March 24, 1958, reported that on March 22, 
1958, a baked goods and plant sale was held at 1910 N. E. 
Davis Street, under the sponsorship of the OFSA as a fund 
raising medium. Among others identified by T-l as present 
at this affair were subject and her husband. 


T-6 on March 31, 1958, likewise reported on the 
OFSA sponsored affair held March 22, 1958, which this 
informant referred ta as a spring festival, which consisted 
of a chicken dinner and a baked goods and a plant sale.

Portland Confidential Informant T-12 on March 17, 
1958, reported that on February 22, 1958, TOM MC GRATH, a 
writer, read and discussed some of his poems at a gathering 
held at the residence of ROSE and BERNARD LEOPOLD, Among 
others present were subject and her husband, and DON and 
BETTY WOLIAM, During the evening an announcement was made 
of a meeting scheduled for the following Tuesday at the home 
of a Mrs, MALBIN for the purpose of planning for a concert 
to be given in Portland by PAUL ROBESON, 


T-12 on March 17, 1958, reported that on February 
25, 1958, a meeting was held at the home of Mrs, VIRGINIA 
MALBIN, 80 
of making plans for a concert scheduled to be given on the 
Reed College campus on March 18, 1958, by PAUL ROBESON under 
the sponsorship of the Focus Club, ROSE LEOPOLD, among 
others, was identified by T-12 as present at this meeting, 


VIRGINIA MALBIN: in 1948 and 1949, was known to 
T-1, T-2, and T-4 as a member of the CP, Since July, 1949, 
when her activity in the CP ceased, she has been known to 
the above informants to be active in various Communist front 
activities, 


Portland Confidential Informant T-13 in June, 1950, 
advised that PAUL ROBESON was known to informant prior to 
1945 as a concealed Communist, 


To5 on March 4, 1958, likewise reported on the 
meeting held on February 25, 1958, at the residence of Dr, 
and Mrs, BARNEY (VIRGINIA) MALBIN, 8036 Southeast 28th

speech to a review of 40 years of history, in which he stated 
that the United States was moving inevitably to Socialism, 
In response to a question, DU BOIS declared that proof had 
been obtained that the United States had used germ warfare 
on the Chinese, When questioned as to whether he believed 
the Russians would discontinue nuclear tests, DU BOIS asserted 
that it did not make any difference, that the United States 
should stop its testing in any event, Among those identified 
by Mrs, GRONNERT as present at this meeting was ROSE LEOPOLD, 
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T-2 on July 7, 1958, reported that on July 2, 1958, 
a funeral service was held in Portland for IRVING GOODMAN, 
Portland attorney, who had passed away several days earlier, 
Informant identified a number of persons as present at the 
service known to the informant as CP members and sympathizers,

Tne ROSENBERGS were sentenced to 
death on April 5, 1951, and MORTON SOBELL to 30 years! imprison- 
ment on the same date. JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG were legally ‘ 
executed at Sing Sing Prison, Ossining, New York, on June 19, } 
1953, and MORTON SOBELL 1s currently serving his sertence at 
the United States Penitentiary, Alcatraz, California. -

O'CONNOR spoke on the oil industry and the troubled con- 
ditions now existing in the Near Hast. He said that the 
United Nations should have an o41 control board drawn from 

an agreement to be made by the United Nations regarding the 
world supply of oil, He remarked that the major oil companies 
in the United states actually dictate policy to the United 
States Government. In his remarks, O'CONNOR also stated that 
the first amendment defense is an honest, thorough’ challenge 

to the operation ot Congressional committees which, he said; 
are trying to invade the rights of citizens where Congress 
would be afraid to tread. 


On April 13, 1956, T+3 said that Mrs. LH#OPOLD 
had been among tnose present at an all day meeting sponsored a 
by the OFSA on April 5, 1956, at the Nortonia Hotel in —_ 
Portland. The OFSA referred to this meeting as a “building 
for peace" workshop. 


Subject also was present at a dinner meeting of 
the OFSA on May 6, 1956, at the home of Rev. MARK CHAMBERLIN 
at Gresham, Oregon, according to information provided by T-1 a 
on May 95 1956. ‘I'l adentified Rev. MARK CHAMBERLIN As chair- 
man at that time of the OFSA. 


On June 5, 1956, T-3 advised that the subject was 

present at an OFSA meeting held on May 31, 1956, at 1910 NE 
Davis street, Portland. Principal speaker at this mesting was 
CARL MARZANI, who spoke on the subject, "To the Brink of 
Peace." MARZANI told mainly of time he had spent in Federal 
prison, stating that during his time in prison he was not 
allowed to teach ‘because I was a Rede" He said, however, 

, that he did teach one class but was warned to "not teach 
any of that Red stuff." According to T+3, he bragged about 

f how he had told the prison officials that keeping him in 
prison was not stopping him or his cause. He added that the 
cause for which ne was working ultimately would wine 


T-1 supplied similar information on the above meete 
ing on June 5, 1956. This informant stated that MARZANI 
also dwelled upon the difficulties in the South, stating 
that the negro people in their fight for democracy would 
liberate America, 
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os T~1 further said that, during this meeting, ROSE 
LEOPOLD spoke on the case of MORTON SUBLLL noting that a new 
hearing was to be held in New York, that a brief had been 
filed containing new evidence, and that SOBELL had been con- 
vieted on perjured testimony. Mrs. LaOPrOLD gave to the OFSA 
two books on the case of JULIUS and ETHsL ROSENBERG, which 
were to be included in the library of the OFSA. ‘: 


On May 22, 1957, CARL MARZANI, after trial in 
United States District Court, Washington, D. Ce, was found 
guilty on ail eleven counts of an indictment charging him 
with having made false statements to representatives of the 
United States Government concerning the fact that he was 
not a CP member. This judgment was upheld and on March 25, 
1949, MARZANI was committed to serve the remainder of his 
one to three year sentence in a Federal penitentiary. MARZANL 
refused to answer all questions concerning his past or pre- 
sent CP membership on June 18, 1953, vefore a public saession 
of the Senate Sub-Committee on Internal Security. 


DAILY PEOPLE'S wORLD 


Confidential Informant T-5 said on October 20, 
1955, that, as of that date, ROSE BEOPOLD, 1319 SE 32nd 
Place, Portland, was a subscriber to the Daily People's World; 
West Goast Communist newspaper, 


On January 12, 1956, T+2 said that on January 8, 
1956, a conference sponsored by the Daily People's World 
committees of the CP was held at the home of ROSH LEOPOLD 
to launch a drive for subscriptions. The informant noted 
that, although the meeting was at her home, the subject was 
not present. Principal speaker at this conference was LEO 
AROWAY, circulation director of the Daily People's World,

“present, were MOKTON and LOLS NsWMAN, mentioned earlier, 
as weil as seven other individuals known to T-2 to be 
active CP members at that time. 
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APPENDIX 
EMERGENCY CIVIL LIBERTIES COMMITTEE (ECLC) 


The Daily Worker, an Bast Goast Communist daily ~ 
newspaper, issue of October i, 1951, page 1, columns 4, and 
S, an an article entitled "150 Notables Form Emergency Civil 
Rights Committee, " reflected that the formation of the CLC 
had been announced on October 7, 1951. It was shown that the 
purpose of the organization would be to help mobilize public 
opinion in support of the traditional American constitutional 
guarantees of civil liberties and to render aid to victims of 
abridgment of these liberties in politics, education and the 
professions, The founders, according to the article, included 
more than 50 mempers of the clergy and many educators and pro= 
fessionals. 


Confidential Informant T-6, who was in a position 
to furnish reliabie information, on Octoner 21, 1955, furnished 
information reflecting that the CP felt that help should be 
extended in building a “united front civil liberties organization" ~~ 
in the United States which, while not led by the "left," 
would contain labor, liberal and “left foress" within it in 
a commonly agreed program, including defense of the rights 
of Communists. 


The information further indicated that the CP felt 
that this aim can best be achieved by helping the KCLC to 
become a national organization with local chapters operating 
on the basis of its programe 


The headquarters of the &CLC is located at 421 7th 
Avenue, New York City.

The NCSIRC maintains national headquarters in Room D, 
94.0 Broadway, New York City, and the mailbox servicing this office 
1g labelled “SOBELL COMMITTEE". 

JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG and MORTON SOBELL were 
convicted in the United States District Court, Southern District 
of New York, on March 2°, 1951, of conspiracy to commit espionage 
on behalf of the Soviet Union. The ROSENBERGS were sentenced to 
death on April 5, 1951, and MORTON SOBELL to 30 years! imprisonment 
on the same date. JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG were legally executed 
at Sing Sing Prison, Ossining, New York, on June 19, 1953, and 
MORTON SOBELL is currently serving his sentence at the United States 
Penitentiary, Alcatraz, California. . 

HOWARD RUSHMORE, a newspaper reporter with the "New 
York Journal American", advised in January 1952 that the NCSJRC was 
formed on January 2, 1952, for the purpose of obtaining a new 
trial for the ROSENBERGS. 


A Confidential Informant, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on May 9, 1956, that the NCSJRC 
was attempting to keep alive the ROSENBERG case and to fight for 
the release of MORTON SORELL. He stated that the COMMUNIST PARTY 
took an extremely active part in assisting the committee.

Confidential Informants, who have provided reliable

| According to Portland Confidential Informants T-l and 
T-2, the Oregon Committee for the Defense of Constitutional Rights 
was organized originally in January, 1954, as the Emergency 
Committee for the Protection of Constitutional Rights to oppose 
hearings scheduled in Portland, Oregon, by the House Committee 
on Un-American Activities. Since that time, it has been known 
variously by the additional names of Portland Provisional 2 
Committee for the Preservation of Constitutional Rights, Committee 
i for the Protection of Constitutional Rights, Committee for the 
Defense of Constitutional Rights, Committee for the Preservation 
of Constitutional Rights, and the Oregon Committee for Constitu- 
tional Rights. Spearheaded originally by members of the Communist 
Party faction opposing the present Conmunist Party leadership in 
Oregon, the Committee was taken over by the current Communist 
Party leaders and has heen dominated throughout its existence 
by these individuals. 


Confidential Informant T-3 advised on January 18, 1955, 
that a meeting of this group was held at 8735 N. E. Alberta, 
Portland, on January 10, 1955, and that subject was one of those 
present. JOHN MacKiNZIE, who is known to T-3 as a nember of the 
Communist Party and one of the four versons indicted by a federal 
grand jurv at Portland because of his failure to answer questions 
put to him at a hearing of the House Committee on Un-American 
Activities in Portland in June of 1954, was the principal speaker. 
MackKENZIL gave a lengthy report on his progress in raising funds 
for the defense of the four indicted individuals. 


T-3 again furnished information on Janvary 21, 1955, 
reflecting subject's presence at a meeting sponsored by this 
group held at Norse Hall, Portland, on January 14, 1955. 
Reverend STEPHEN FRITCHMAN, a Los Angeles minister, was the 
principal speaker. According to informant, FRITCHMAN remarked 
that he had never met the four defendants prior to that evening 
but that he was very oroud that he could be associated with such 
fine and voright people. He bragged about how he himself had "stoor 
up to the Un-American Activities Committee and refused to answer 
questions", FRITCHMAN closed his remarks by stating that he was 
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looking forward to the day which he feels was not far off when 
"comradely people like us here tonight can live and work together 
in the world we are building and working for safe and free from 

‘ this fascist force we are now struggling under". 


The Fourth Report on Un-American Activities in California, 
1948, page 115, states that Reverend STEPHEN H. FRITCHMAN is a 
very active "Communist fronter” and that he has been connected 
with at least eight Communist Party front organizations. 


On January 17, 1955, T-1 verified subject's presence 
at the FRITCHMAN meeting held on January 14, 1955, and in 
addition advised that after the meeting a private reception 
was held for FRITCHMAN at the home of ROSSELEOROLD..and that 
those present were known to this informant as being predominantly 
members of the Communist Party. 


On January 27, 1955, Portland Confidential Informant 
T-L advised that a dinner meeting was held at the Multnomah 
Hotel, Portland, on January 13, 1955, 1n honor of Reverend 
FRITCHMAN and that following this dinner a private reception 
was held for FRITCHMAN at the residence of CHARLES GROSSMAN, 
5605 N. E. Cleveland, Portland, at which subject was again 
present. 


CHARLES GROSSMAN 1s known to Portland Confidential 
Informant T-6 as being a former member of the Professional 
Branch of the Communist Party in Portland. 


MISCELLANEOUS 


T-1 furnished information on February 1, 1955, re- 
flecting that a meeting was held on the night of January 27, 1955, 
at the home of subject at which JOSEPH NORTH appeared in the 
capacity of vrincipal speaker.

The "Daily People's World" 1s a West Coast Communist 
publication. 
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According to an article written by Pee ae which 
appeared in the "Daily Worker" issue of September 8, 1946, NORTH 
stated that he had been a Communist. -party member since 1931. 


The "Daily Worker" is an Last Coast Communist Party 
publication. 


According to information furnished by T-1 on August 
26, 1955, subject appeared at a meeting hela on August 20, 1955, 
at "Norse Hall, Portland, which meeting was sponsored by a 
committee representing five Communi st “Party clubs operating 
within the City of Portland. The purpose of the meeting was to 
raise funds for the "Daily Peovle's World". During the course of 
the meeting, the film entitled "Salt of the Earth" was shown for 
the first time in Portland. 


T-3 on August 26, 1955, verified subject's presence 
at the showing of the movie "Salt of the Harth"™ on August 20, 
1955. 

On October 28, 1955, T-1 reported that a special 
meeting of individuals known to be Communist Party members and 
sympathizers was held at the home of subject on the evening of

JULIUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG and MORTON SOBELL were 
convicted in the United States District Court, Southern District 
of New York, on March 29, 1951, of Conspiracy to Commit Espionage 
on Behalf of the Soviet Union. The ROSENBERGs were sentenced’ 
to death on April 5, 1951, and MORTON SOBELL to thirty years 
imprisonment on the same date. JUL1U3 and ETEEI, ROSENBERG were 
legallv executed on June 19, 1953, and MORTON SOBEIL 1s currently 
serving his sentence at the United States Penitentiary, Alcatraz, 
California. 
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Gonfidential Informant T-5 advised on June 7, 1951, 
that the committee was attempting to keep alive the ROSENBERG 
case and fight for the release of MORTCN SOBELL. Informant 
stated that the Communist Party takes an extremely active part in 
assisting the committee. 


T-3 provided information on April 8, 1955, reflecting 
that a meeting sponsored by the National Committee to Secure 
Justice for MORTO! SOBELL in the ROSENBERG Gase was held on 
April 6, 1955, at Webb's Hollywood Club at which WILLIAM RUEBEN 
was featured as the principal speaker. According to informant, 
subject was the one person responsible for arranging this meet- 
ing and took a very active part in arranging RUBBEN's 
appearance. 


During the course of RUEBEN's talk which was devoted 
mainly to the ROSENBERG and MORTON SOBEFLL Case, he stated that 
"Communism and Espionage had absolutely no connection”. 

He repeatedly stated that the ROSENRERGs and SOBELL were 
innocent of the crime for which thev were convicted. 


WILLIAM RUEBEN 1s the author of "Atom Spy Hoax" which 
1s said to purport that JULTUS and ETHEL ROSENBERG, ALGER HISS, 
and WILLIAM REMINGTON were convicted of espionage on in- 
sufficiert evidence.
